From 
one of them a Demockat reporter 
was given the following details: 
Eighteen years ago H. B. Dalton 
was a prosperous 
rancher

lexas.

tion of country lived a half-breed 
rancher named 
James B. 
Gunn. 
He was regardeti as a 
desperate 
man, and referred with 
pride to

hands. 
A feud grew up between 
Gunn and Dalton. 
The lattyr was 
game, and it was predicted that 
when the two men met there would 
be bloodshed. 
One bright morning Dalton, ac­ 
companied by his son William and 
the D emocrat's informant, started 
from the ranch to a range quite a 
distance away where they had a lot 
of cattle located. 
They were tra­ 
versing the country 
in a wagon. 
As they were driving slowing along 
a road that passed through a dense

ago. 
Many who took part in the chase 
gradually let the event slip from 
their-memory. 
It was not so, how- 
iever, with the son. 
He swore ven­ 
geance ujion his father’s slayer, and 
during all these years has vigilantly 
waited for a sight of Gunn. 
Four 
years ago, he and the Sedalia gen­ 
tleman who related the story were in 
Ft. Worth with a lot of cattle which 
th-ey were shipping north.

stock .yards they separately during 
the day came across a man whom 
they recognized as Gunn. 
He had 
several car loads of horses which 
he was shipqiing to market tor Abe 
Cornelius.
